He was 
46 years old. 

Mr. MacDowell'’s death marks the 
end of an eventful career. Although 


his breakdown, which practically put 


an end to all of his labors, occurred 
when he was in the prime of life, he 
was destined to be known as the fore- 
most composer of orchestral, piano 
and vocal music in America and to 
have an enviable reputation abroad. 

In the spring of 1905, and while stin in 
his prime, Mr. MacDowell suffered a 
nervous collapse, from which he failed 
to recover. During the past year his

The composer 
spent the last summer months at his 
summer house in Peterboro, N. H., re- 
turning on November 1 to this city, 
where he had made his home during 
the winters since 1896, when ‘he re- 
moved here from Boston.

OAKLAND, Jan. 23.—Another at- 
tempt will be made by the heirs of 
Luis Peralta, the California rancher 
under the rule of Spain and Mexico, 
and owner of a principality extending 
from the ocean to the Sierra Nevadas, 
comprising the present cities of Oak- 
land, Berkeley and Alameda, and thou- 
sands of acres of rich land, to re- 
cover this territory, which they de- 
clare has been stolen from them. 
Many struggles on the part of the 
descendants of Luis Peralta, who are 
numerous, have been made to recover 
title to this vast estate. Twenty-seven 
court decisions have been rendered 
against them. But this time they are 
going to appeal directly to the United 
States government, and demand of it 
that it live up to the terms of the 
treaty of Guadalupe Hydalgo, . made 
between Spain and Mexico in 1848. The 
Peralta heirs now claim that under 
this treaty they are entitled to divide 
among them what their ancestor held 
under grant from the Spanish King. 
This grant to Luis Peralta was di- 
vided by him among his four chil- 
dren, Domingo, Vincente, Ygnacio and 
Maria, when he died. It has all passed 
away from them and their descendants 
many years ago. Hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars of property ‘are now 
included within the origina! lines. 
The claim of the Peraltas now is 
that the United States government 
guaranteed title and possession and 
that the Federal government should 
make good now. The treaty of Guad- 
alupe Hidalgr confirmed the Spanish 
and Mexican grants. Later, in 1850, 
an act of Congress, known as the 
“squatters” act was passed, which de- 
clared that all the Spanish and Mex- 
ican grants were public domain, Un- 
der the provisions of this act the 
Peraitas lost little by little all) their 
rich holdings.

Island Revolutionist Caught 
in New York. 
Bad Money and Many Rifles 
Are Seized. — 


Conspiracy Might Have In- 
volved Cuba. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Startling 
developments in the plot to overthrow 
the government of President Nord in 
Hayti have followed the investigations 
of the secret-service agents in New 
York in connection with the arrest of 
José M. G. Giordandi en the charge of 
counterfaiting Haytien money. 

The officers say they have ascer- 
tained that the prisoner was the agent 
t a formidable conspiracy, whose op- 
erations probably would have extended 
beyond the limits of Hayti into Santo 
Domingo and even into Cuba, had the 
revolution in Hayti deen a success, and 
the agent in New York remained unmo- 
lested. | 

It was found among other things, the 
Secret-service officials declare, that 
certain persons in Hayti, mostly 
Frenchmen and Corsicans, and one of 
them a brother of Giordandi, were ac- 
tive agents of the alleged conspiracy, 
and were designated in the papers 
found among Giordandt's effects by 
numbers. 

By careful inquiry the secret-service 
men were able to connect these num- 
bers with the proper persons, and the 
first result was to fix upon Charles 
Mot, the American consular agent at 
St. Mare, as one of the persons to 
Whom they applied. Upon learning 
this fact last evening the State De- 
partment immediately cabled to Amer- 
wan Mink er Furness at Port au Prince 
to dismiss this agent at once from the 
employ of the United States. This ac- 
tion was taken because the State De- 


ment feels it must keep itself abso- |. 


utely free from the appearance of 
sympathy with rebellious movements in 
Latin-American departments. 

MONEY AND RIFLES.

Admiral’s Objections to Putting 
Medical Man in Charge of Hospital 
Ship Are Stated and Reply Made 
Thereto by Surgeon-Genera!l Rixey. 
Delay of Metcalf Explained. 


, {BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch] Secretary Metcalf of the 
Navy Department sent to the House of 
Representatives this afternoon his re- 
ply to the Gill resolution, which asked 
for all the facts on the resignation 
Admiral Brownson. 

“The suppressed letter“ of Admiral 
Brownson appears and is the only item 
of large interest, with the exception 
of the fact that Admiral Rixey., under 
date of yesterday, makes reply to all 
the Brownson arguments from the 
standpoint of a medical officer. 

The delay in the Naval Secretary's 
reply is explained by this fact: It 
was necessary that all the data should 
be collected before Surgeon-Genera! 
Rixey could make his reply. 

The first part of the information to 
the House consists of the letters be- 
tween the President and Admiral 
Brownson and the Prekident and Sec- 
retary Metcalf, which have been pub- 
lished. Then comes the argument of 
the department, which begins with an 
order issued August 33, 1904, stating 
that in the future medical officers of 
the navy should designate themselves

Some one ought to be 
around who can diagnose the weather 
and the ship's behavior. 

Fifth—The contention that a hos- 
pital ship is a floating hospital is de- 
nied.- It e a sea-going vessel with 
a hospital aboard. 

“Why not put postmasters in com- 
mand of mail steamers?” the Admiral 
asks.

Mr. Stone declared the Treasury De- 
partment had in three and a hal 
months placed $47,000,000 in the banks 
of New York, “in order that they 
might loan it out.“ and St. Louls bank- 
ers had told him that while their 
money was out of their reach in the 
New York banks they had gone to that 
city and had bought currency there, 
paying from 1% to 2 per cent. for it. 
“Three per cent. was paid,” deciared 
Senator Teller. 
Senator Teller, upon the conclusion 
of Mr. Stones speech, said he believed 
the recent financial trouble had re- 
sulted from the banking system of the 
country and had not grown out of th 
administration of law. 
“It is possible,” he said, that the 
Treasury Department did not distrib- 
ute the money in proportion to the 
banking capital, but there was one 
storm center of the whole trouble. We 
did not need any money in the West. 
“In my judgment,” the Colorado Sen- 
ator declared, “the Secretary of the 
Treasury could not have served the 
country better than by putting the 
money in New York City. There were 
twelve or fifteen trust companies there 
that were In condition to go to the

He in- 
dulged in an affectionate farewell to 
both his wife and the widow. On the 
way to the cricket field he appeared 
morose and his friends attempted to 
cheer him up. They failed and he 
wandered from them toward the beach.

It was a rancher’s day, atmospheric- 


day morning and continuing far into 
the night—here, hereabouts and all 
around. Even long after midnight a 
gentle drizzle was coming down, fall 
ing on the umbrellas here and on the 
ships at sea, as Stevenson tells the lit- 
tle ones.

HEAVY IN SPOTS. 
While the precipitation in Los An- 
ud to 56 o'clock in the evéning 
was but 16 inch for the storm, the 
fall was much heavier within a few 
miles of this city, especially to the 
north and east. 
In San Antonio Cafion, 2.23 inches 
was recorded early in the evening, 
with the prospect that the night would 
bring the total to three inches. At 
— it was 1.45 inch; at Clare- 
mont, 1 inch; at San Dimas, 1.40 
inch: at Pomona, 1.41 inch.

inches below that recorded at this 
time last season. But that was an 
exceptional season, and cannot be 
used fairly in comparison. The nor- 
mal rainfall, based on the records of 
thirty years, is 7.14 inches to date, 
so we are only a matter of about 4 
inches “shy.” ‘This shortage is likely 
to be greatly reduced by the storm 
that started yesterday. 

This is a wet season when compared 
with that of 1903-04. when the total 
precipitation up to this day of the 
month was but 77 Inch. For the same 
period in 1881-82, the fall was 1.72 
inches: in 1886-87, it was 2.02 inches:

Villa, a double apartment house at No. 
758 South Hope street. The loss on 
the building was estimated at $10,000, 
while the contents were damaged to 
the extent of $3500. The buliding, 
which was a three-story frame struc- 
ture, is owned by the estate of Clarence 
Miller and is heavily insured. . 

When the explosion occurred John 
Stagmar, who was asleep on the third 
floor, was aroused and rushed into the 
hallway. He saw the flames and gave 
the alarm. Running down the hallway 
he knocked on the doors and aroused 
the roomers. A rush was made for the 
street, and the women and children, 
half clothed, were taken actpss the 
street to the Abbotsford Inn, where 
they were given rooms for the night. 
The noise of the fire apparatus dis- 
turbed the recital of Josef Hofmann, 
which was being held in the Simpson 
Auditorium, opposite the Hope Villa. 
The audience was dismissed and Mr. 
Hofmann played a fire encore while the 
people left the building. 

The flames spread rapidly to the 
roof and burst out in several places. 
The firemen had three streams playing 
on the roof and two companies fought 
the blaze from the inside with two 
lines of hose. In half an hour the 
fire was under control, It was con- 
fined to the roof and the third story, 
which was gutted. The first and sec- 
ond floors were water soaked. 

The personal loss could not be esti- 
mated, but it will probably reach $660. 
The roomers carried out what they 
could, and piled their effects on the 
sidewalk in the rain. ö 
Miss M E. McGregor leased the 
north half of the building, which has 
six apartments. She owns the furni- 
ture, on which she places a loss of 
$1500. It was not insured. Her moth- 
er, who is seriously ill, was carried 
from the house on a mattress and 
taken to a rooming-house at No. 754 
South Hope street.

Applicants for membership in the 
company must be able-bodied citisens 
of good character between the ages 
of 18 and 35 years. They must be win 
ing to submit to the orders of tire 
War Department whenever called 
upon, either for active service in the 
field against a foreign foe, or for in- 
struction service in the fortifications 
of the Pacific Coast. 

The neavy artillery is a branch of 
the military service which requires 
especial training, and in order to pro- 
vide a body of men who will be avail- 
able for service in case of hostilities, 
it is essential that Steps be taken 
to form substantial organizations in 
times of peace. Only men who are 
willing to devote a reasonable amount 
of their spare time to the mastery of 
the principals of heavy artillery work 
are wanted as none other can be of 
any real use to the service. 

h applicant for membership must 
be ready to provide himself with a 
suitable equipment in the way of uni- 
form wearing apparel, such uniform 
to be designated by the company au- 
thorities. This uniform will be low 
in price and will be of a nature suit- 
able for rough work, and will be sep- 
arate and independent from any which 
— government authorities may fur- 
nish. 
No requirements will be exacted in 
the way of arms, the drilling for the 
time being at least,’ to be in the for- 
mation of unarmed infantry.

Supreme Court Decides San 
Fernando Valley Case 
Against Ranchers. — 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 23.—- 
{Exclusive Dispatch. ] In a deci- 
sion written by Justice McFar- 
land and concurred in by other 
members of the Supreme Court, 
the right of the city of Los An- 
geles to use water from the Los 
Angeles River is affirmed. 
The city claimed title to the 
water under an old Spanish 
grant.

WITNESSES TELL HOW PASSION 


PRECEDES TRAGEDY.

Spectators of Killing in Mexican 
Ledging-house Narrate Steps of 
Broil That Culminated in Snuffing 
Out Two Men's 
Wounding of a Third. 


Seated with a certain grave dignity 
beside his counsel, Fred Rebolledo, an 
undersized black-clad Mexican youth, 
whose eyes peered timidly and 
fousily through his gold-rimmed spec- 
tacles, dollowed carefully all day yes- 
terday in Judge Smith's courtroom, the 
evidence of different witnesses who told 
how he had shot and killed Valentine 
Avila at the Hoffman House August 
31, last.

BUYER COMPLAINS. 

SAYS MACHINE BROKE DOWN. 

K. K. Denton, Who bought an ore- 
crushing machine from the American 
Mill and Construction Company in 
January, 1906, yesterday brought suit 
in Judge Cenrey'’s court against that 
corporation, asking 9000 damages for 
the alleged fatiure of the machine to 
do the work guaranteed. 

Denton sald he bought the machine 
for a stated price of $20,000, but really 
for $10,000, paying down $1000 with an 
arrangement for the payment of the 
balance in installments. The corpora- 
tion agreed to ship the machine to him 
in Lower California in January of last 
year, and also guaranteed, he says, that 
it would do the work required by him. 

He went to Lower CalMornia, but 
the first section of machinery did not 
arrive until April and two sections more 


did not reach him until June. When 


the machine was set up, one section 
broke down in a few hours and the 
other two soon followed, and utterly 
failed to do the ore crushing required. 
He asks for damages for time lost, 
money expended, and other loss to his 
business interests. 

The defendant asserts that no guar- 
antee was given Denton, that he re- 
ceived the ore crusher that he bought, 
but that it was not designed to work 
the ores he put through it. The break- 
down is charged to his fallure to use 
the machine in a proper manner.

ATCH THE MASKERS. 

They had a long deadlock in Rhode Island in 
electing a United States Senator. At last it was 
broken and Senator George Peabody Wetmore se- 
cured reélection. 

This would be important news were it not over- 
shadowed by the annex to the story. The added 
paragraph tells us that Col. Goddard (Democratic 
and “Lincoln Republican” nominee) received thirty- 
six votes. 

This is indeed a statement of fact which means a 
great deal more than the few words express to the 
careless observer. The interest is threefold. 

First we should carefully note the alliance. A 
vquad known as “Lincoln Republicans” act with 
the straight-out Democrats in the election of a 
United States Senator. Of course, Cal. Goddard is 


not a Republican. He is a free-trader and every-. 


thing besides that is anti-Republican. Yet the 
squad who dishonestly use the honored name of 
Lincoln to veil their treason to Republican prin- 
ciples support him with what smal! influence they 
command, Analyze their membership and you prob- 
ably will find that nearly all of them have come 
very recently from the Democratic ranks and are 
merely masquerading. Their ancestors had as much 
use for Lincoln as a horsethief has for a rope.

ENATE ON TARIFF TREATIES. 

The disagreement between the United States 
Senate and the President concerning the recently- 
negotiated reciprocity treaty between this country 
and Germany was to be expected. Whether right 
or wrong, the President is very far in advance of 
the rank and file of the Republican party in his 
tarif? ideas. Tariff reciprocity is a notion thorough- 
ly Republican in its conception. No less a states- 
man than James G. Blaine was the originator of the 
idea. Under due limitations and at proper times be- 
tween proper countries and ourselves, there is no 
question about the wisdom of reciprocity treaties. 

The desire for “tariff reform” in the way of a gen- 
eral lowering of duties which has made some 
noise in the country for a year or more past has 
not made much headway among Republicans gener- 
ally. The “stahd-patters” have contended that there 
was no industry in the country suffering seriously 
on account of the tariff schedules. This was a fact 
which outweighs all theories. It may seem to some 
of those who are accustomed to confine their ob- 
servations to surface appearances that now the great 
strain of business is over, conditions are so changed 
that a revision of the tariff would be easy and such 
a revision might do good. We do not agree with 
those who may hold such a quickly-acquired view. 
It seems to us like a jump in the dark. The view 
that we entertain is the view held by the Senators 
who are dissatisfied with the German reciprocity 
treaty. The present in business affects 
all parts of Europe as much as, or indeed more 
Mian, it does ourselves. Any general revision of the 
tariff at the present time in the way of establishing 
lower duties would be more detrimental! to us under 
existing circumstances than even at the height of 
the great business activity. Industrial plants in 
Burope are operating slackly, and to lower our tar- 
ifs would give them an opportunity to push their 
eurplus manufactures upon us, thus crowding more 
of our own people out of employment. 

While recognizing the fact that tariff reciprocity 
is a Republican principle, it is just as true that put- 
ting it in practice is exceedingly difficult at all 
times. Trade relations between the nations of the 
world depend upon a hair-trigger, so to speak, and 
are very easily moved from the center on which 
they rest. In these international treaties govern- 
ing tariffs between any two countries the interests 
of other countries should be carefully guarded. This 
reciprocity treaty that the President has negotiated 
between our country and Germany has given great 
offense to the French people. German goods, under 
this reciprocify treaty, are admitted into the United 
States on a lower schedule than exactly similar 
goods coming from France. The French people are 
quite willing to grant our goods going into France 
the same privileges that they enjoy in going into 
Germany, if only reciprocal relations are recognized 
for the French as they are in behalf of Germans. 


The Senators have had time to hear these com- 
plaints of the French people, to consider them care- 
fully and see the dangerous effect that they may 
produce by giving one country privileges above an- 
other. 

There is one fundamental principle in regard to 
tariff schedules which is universally applicable. 
That vital principle should never be lost to 
sight. We all know, whether we acknowledge 
it freely or not, that every disturbance of 
tariff schedules must always result in more or less 
disturbance in our business affairs in exact ratio 
to the number and extent of the changes in the 
schedules. It ts impossible to eliminate this fact 
from the working of tariff arrangements. The sen- 
sible conclusion seems to be to change tariff sched- 
ules the least possible, only when great harm to 
some one or more given branches of business is 
done by the existing schedules. If tariffs are so 
high that they furnish an opening for the mainte- 
nance of natural monopolies they should be lowered. 
If raw materials are so taxed as to lessen greatly 
the activity of any home manufacture, there should 
be a change in the tariff upon such raw material. 
But the pressure should be very great, affecting 
considerable numbers of people, before the tariff 
should be touched. | 
This is particularly true in our country, where 
we are so divided in our views upon the protective 
tariff principle as to make it the lasting and funda- 
mental difference between the two leading parties 
of the country. Every time an attempt is made to 
reconstruct the tariff schedules, the whole subject 
is opened up for protracted and acrimonious debate, 
and while that is going on the business of the coun- 


try must suffer from uncertainty and distrust. 


HE VANDERBILT TROUSSEAU. 

In the face of the danger that the “new-light” 
agitators for social revolution may not agree with 
us, we venture the opinion that Miss Vanderbilt 
might have made worse use of her money than 
spending $75,000 of it for those “glad rags.” We 
will go farther and way it is quite conceivable that 
Miss Gladys and girls of her wealth spend thou- 
sands in a less profitable way. 

The “wedding garments,” which are not of the 
kind which admit souls washed white to the great 
marriage feast, were all made in Paris. For every 
bit of lace, silk, cloth, thread and other material 
poor working people received wages. For every 
stitch put into the “things,” as the female tongue 
calls them, wages were paid to persons in great need 
of employment. We often blame as extravagance 
such expenditure of money, but it ‘is really about 
the best we of money for those who can afford it. 

Some may think that to give it in alms is better

VERY MAN HIS OWN WEATHER PROPHET. 
Los Angeles has a bone to pick with the weather 
forecaster. His timidity has cast a damper on the 
city. Yesterday, as possibly most people noticed, it 
rained. Did we have any warning? Were we given 
notice so that we might take our “brolleys” out of 
“hock” and examine our rubbers for holes? Not a 


warning, neither a notice were we vouchsafed. The 


man who guards the weather supply was too timid 
to venture a definite prediction. And yet the nim- 
bus, the real rain-cloud, was blowing about the hoary 
top of Old Baldy the evening before last and around 
its ragged edge the cat's tall curled. These are ele- 
mentary signs, which even an unskilled townsman 
knows betoken rain, but our reluctant forecaster 
was content to predict “increasing cloudiness” for 
Los Angeles and let it go at that. And so our faith 
in another of this world's mighty prophets has been 
shattered and we are left to mourn another idol 
broken. Our tears mingle with the clouds which 
have been dissolved in rain. 

We have no intention of going into the forecast- 
ing business—we have enough other troubles—but 
seeing that the official at the fountain head basely 
has gone in out of the wet, we willingly give hints 
on how every man can be his own weather prophet. 

In the first place kindly gaze at the moon when 
she is young and innocent and new, and see if 
lovely Luna is reclining on her back. If she is, be- 
ware, she is going to cry. But should she be stand- 
ing up so that your powder horn will not hang on 
the tip of her cream-colored shoe, rejoice, for the 
month will be like unto the golden-globed city of 
Redlands— dry. Of course, everybody knows that if 
there is a circle round the great orb of day—called 
the sun, for short—a storm is indicated, while if a 
ring surrounds the moon there will be rain within 


-the number of days that there are stars within the 


circle. And don't forget to watch the hogs and 
the chickens. These suppliers of ham and eggs re- 
spectively are sure guides. If the porkers chase 
around the yard with straw or weeds in their 
mouth they convey the tame warning that old 
Biddy issues when she picks and adjusts her 
feathers, viz., it's going to rain. 

There are other signs, not to mention wonders, 
but it surely is not necessary to give away all the 
old wives secrets to the forecaster. Still there is 
one infallible sign we may mention, which an Al- 
hambra correspondent confided to The Times sev- 
eral years ago when the weather man got his ma- 
chine all mixed up.

E HAVE TO LEARN, AND WE SHALL. 

There is no subject before the people of the 
Pacific Slope of more absorbing and general inter- 
est than coast defenses. 

The newest phase in this important matter is 
what we have to learn in order to meet the case 
fully. The views expressed by Gen. Greely a few 
days ago and those now given out by members of 
the California National Guard and their command- 
ers exactly tally. Gen. Greely said: “We can’t 
teach men to man coast defense guns in a lesson of 
one hour a week.” The commanders of the National 
Guard and the men who tried this during the last 
summer are very much discouraged at the little 
progress made. The dissatisfaction is weighing so 
much upon the men that it is likely to prove a se- 
rious obstacle in the way of keeping the regiments 
in the State full, or anything like that. 

Really this failure might have been foreseen. The 
National Guardsmen are in almost all cases in- 
fantry. All the tactics they know are infantry tac- 
tics, It would be a novelty in military affairs if a 
soldier should be trained to perfection in the manu- 
als of all arms. It is of the essence of military sel- 
ence that we shall have the different branches of 
the service specificaily trained for the work of each 


arm. 

We did not have to try it to become convinced 
that it would not do to ask the men in the National 
Guard to serve as expert sailors on board of baitle- 
ships, or even as marines. Consequently we organ- 
ized the naval reserve, and that organization is prov- 
ing effective in training sailors for the navy. 

Why would it not do to organize a heavy artillery 
reserve similar to the existing naval reserve? The 
National Guardsmen like their work as infantry. 
There is no use in trying to force upon the men 
tasks which are distasteful to them, even if they 


are soldiers. They are citizen soldiers 
leave the service without warning. If 
the manual of arms governing infantry tactics 80 
to become efficient in case of war in that branch 
the service, they will have done well.

It would be an excellent thing to add to the in- 
fantry regiments at least one regiment in each of 
the Coast States of heavy artillerymen and let these
